Farm Prices 
Cause Boost in 
Wholesale Costs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Swift­ 
ly rising farm prices caused 
the largest boost 
in over-all 
wholesale costs in five months 
in July and brought expressions

Ezra Solomon said “We are 
troubled by food prices.”

good economic expansion and 
slowing inflation. 
The July rise in farm prod­ 
ucts, which usually show up 
quickly in supermarket prices, 
was 3.2 per cent. It included 
price hikes of 15.1 per cent for 
live poultry, 11.2 per cent for 
eggs, 6.7 per cent for fruits and 
vegetables and 4.1 per cent for 
livestock. Processed foods and 
feeds rose 2.2 per cent. 
The 
food-price 
hikes, 
com­ 
bined with a two-tenths of one 
per cent rise in prices of indus­ 
trial raw materials and a one 
per cent rise in finished manu­ 
factured goods, pushed the gov­ 
ernment’s Wholesale Price In­ 
dex up eight-tenths of one per 
cent to 119.7 per cent of its 1967 
base of 100.

it cost whole­ 
salers $119.70 last month for 
food, industrial raw’ materials 
and

products 
worth $100 five years ago. 
Solomon said the relatively 
small two-tenths rise for indus­ 
trial raw materials was a con­ 
siderable improvement over a 
string of four-tenths monthly 
hikes most of this year.

Deserted Enthusiasms 
By DR. EDGAR T. CHRlSEMER, 


Pastor Transfiguration Lutheran Church 
A farmer's wife in a wooded section 
of the Province of Ontario stooped to get 
a drink from a spring near her home. 
She slipped and fell against a small, 
loose rock which rolled at her feet. Some­ 
thing about the rock attracted her atten­ 
tion and she picked it up to examine it. 
The rock was a 20-pound nugget of al­ 
most pure gold! 
Within six months of her discovery 
a town of 5,000 inhabitants sprang up on 
the spot. A huge quarry of white marble 
was discovered near by. and the town 
— Bridgewater — was built entirely of 
marble. But while vast sums, were spent 
in exploration, no other gold of any 
amount was. found! In a few more months 
the city was depopulated and deserted. 
The t o w n of Bridgewater became a 
ghost town! 
There are ghost towns like that in 
the life history of many men — deserted 
enthusiasms all along the way that mark 
their personal life like tombstones of 
dead hopes! They found a nugget some­ 
where, some venture that promised a 
rich return, and for a while they threw 
their whole heart and life into it. Then 
came disapnointments, and what prom­ 
ised to be the richest find of their lives 
was remembered only as a deserted en­ 
thusiasm!

On the outside of many of the older 
buildings in Johnstown, there is a painted 
line showing the high-water level to which 
the terrible flood of 1889 rose and inun­ 
dated the city. There are many lives 
that show their high-water mark of fail­ 
ure and loss! Their enthusiasm for suc­ 
cess has been replaced by a kind of satis­ 
faction in a monumental failure! 
While digging a well on his property in 
Minnesota, a man discovered an old 
Spanish gunboat! When completely un­ 
earthed. the gunboat had on board five 
cannon and two mortars with a large 
number of cannon-balls. It was found 
near the bed of a creek which years ago 
was a navigable river. 
The boat was probably run up into 
that region by the early Spanish discov­ 
erers about the year 1600 and deserted 
there. As the years passed, it had been 
covered over completely by the soil until 
its accidental discovery. 
And that is often the fate of many of 
our enthusiasms! 
Instead of keeping 
pace with the current of the world they 
have been deserted, covered over with 
its drift, and forgotten! They are inter­ 
esting relics of past failures, but they 
are worthless to our welfare! 
But failure is no reason for deserting 
our enthusiasm.s. Our ambitions, like the 
stars, may never be reached, but we can 
chart our course by them. 1100 unsuccess­ 
ful experiments didn’t mean failure to 
Edison. He said: “I found out 1100 ways 
how not to do things!’’ Instead of monu­ 
ments of failures they were signposts 
pointing the way to success! 
Failure is not bitter unless you swal­ 
low it! 


Riding the Monorail 
There have been experiments with the 
monorail, but it has not been t a k e n 
seriously up to now. 
A major challenge facing American 
metropolitan areas is getting people to 
.and from airports. It is hardly a secret 
that airports cannot be located in the 
hearts of cities. A consequence is this 
frustrating irony: time saved by air 
travel may sometimes be lost getting to 
and from the airport. 
New York and several other metro­ 
politan centers have experimented with 


helicopter service to downtown areas. 
The number of passengers a helicopter 
can accomodate is not large. Landings 
on top of buildings in downtown areas 
are opposed by some because of hazards. 
The monorail system, say its pro­ 
ponents, offers speed and space with a 
maximum of safety. It could be the solu­ 
tion to this particular transportation pro­ 
blem. not only in New York, but Chicago, 
Washington, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Philadelphia, Boston and other cities.

Something of this kind may

The ratio of in­ 
ventories to sales has dropped 
significantly in the last several 
years. 
It is to the advantage of a 
company controller to turn over 
his inventory as rapidly as 
possible, to achieve a greater 
sales volume on a smaller in­ 
ventory.

Until something goes wrong, 
that is. as it did when a recent 
heat wave hit a number of 
states and sent shoppers to 
stores in search of window fans 
and other cooling devices.

Swiss Open Secrets

Editor: Before a 
projected legal assistance treaty 
between the United States and 
Switzerland has been adopted, 
the S w iss government is moving 
to freeze the assets of various 
of its secret bank accounts 
suspected of being used in in­ 
ternational drug traffic. 
Action taken so far involves 
relatively small accounts., but 
t h e 
precedent 
has 
been 
established. 
The freezing of three of the 


numbered accounts by Swiss 
authorities was the first time 
such action had been taken 
against drug traffickers. The 
amounts involved in the three 
accounts are reported to total 
more than a 
half million 
dollars. 
I n f o r m a t i o n supplied by 
F r e n c h 
and 
American 
authorities led to freezing of the 
accounts. Swiss officials, have 
stated the law which governs 
numbered accounts, and which 
permits the owners’ identities 
to be known only to bank 
managements, does not prevent 
surveillance over the accounts 
when proof is offered that drug 
trafficking is involved. 
Thus another wedge is applied 
in the fight against narcotics 
smuggling. 
Increasingly, the 
battle to control this menace 
is 
turning 
to 
international 
cooperation. Some governments 
were slow to respond, but the 
entry of Swiss officials into the 
arena could do much to un­ 
dermine the financial network 
essential to the racket’s sur­ 
vival.

Colonial Ghost? 


Spirit Army 


The sleep of death offers her no peace. 
She’s a restless spirit that has failed to find 
the contentment that comes with an eternal 
sleep. 
From another age, another time, she wanders. 
No one knows what she seeks. No 
one knows wrhy she is denied rest. 
No one knows the manner of her 
death. 
You can’t say she “lives'' in. 
a Trappe home. But she resides 
there. 
To the occupants of the home, 
she is real. 
To those who scoff at such 
things, she is imagination. 
But how would you account for this ghost of 
Trappe dressed in her old fashioned garb? 
This ghost is more than a feeling, more than 
a sensation. Unlike an invisible being that roams, 
this one can be seen. 
She has been seen. 
The couple moved into the home on Black 
Rock Road more than a year ago. 
“I’ve never believed nor did I disbelieve in 
ghosts,” the wife said. “To be honest about it 
f never gave the idea much thought. If people 
wanted to believe, it wras all right with me. 
The home is old; the newest section, was added 
in 1908. 
Is the spirit that roams in the house a Colonial 
ghost? 
“I don’t know,’’ the woman said, “I think it 
is. But I don’t know. I only know what I saw.” 
Has anyone but the woman seen the ghost? 
“My husband has seen it." 
The woman said that the face of the ghost 
is blurred but the clothing is plain. 
Unlike most ghostly tale, this one doesn’t use 
the hours around midnight for appearances. 
“She can be seen mostly between 10 a.m. and 
noon and again between 4 and 7 p.m.," the woman 
sa:d.“The ghost is downstairs." she continued. "I 
don’t get down there too much during the summer 
so I couldn’t tell you when I last saw it.” 
“It appears off the bottom of an old stair­ 
case; the staircase isn’t there anymore, and then 
moves back toward the old kitchen and to the 
back porch.” 
The woman has heard stories — stories about 
a long forgotten murder in Trappe. 
A woman who was visiting her sister was 
found dead; hanged or strangled., 
“The way she was found she couldn’t have 
done it herself,” the woman, said. “We don’t 
know but it was supposed to have occurred in 
a farmhouse a mile or so down the road. 
“We don’t know if it could be this woman. It 
happened a long time ago and we’re trying to 
check it out. The farmhouse in which she was 
slain was supposed to be similiar to this one.” 
The unman was the first member of her family 
to see the ghost., 
“It wasn’t frightening,” she said. "She was 
just standing there. I just looked and she moved 
toward the kitchen.” 
"I didn’t say anything to anyone,” she said. 
“You know how it is. People would wonder. 
"My husband saw her then but he, too, didn’t 
say anything. But he asked me if I ever saw 
anything down there and when I told him I had, 
he told me about his experiences, too. 
“His description of the ghost was the same as 
mine. We both couldn’t be imagining things." 
The family has a dog but it doesn’t show any 
fear or sense anything in the "ghost room.”

Except for an isolated incident, the ghost 
hasn’t shown any tendencies to be malicious. 
At one time, a cup in a bathroom overturned 
while it was on the sink. 
No one was near it but still it was turned over 
and its contents spilled out. 
Although there is no reason to believe the 
ghost lived in Colonial time, the woman believes 
she did. 
“She wears a long dress and at times wears 
one of those old headpieces which Colonial wom­ 
en wore,” she said. “I guess it could be from, a 
later period but for some reason I get the feel­ 
ing she is from the Colonial period.” 
The Trappe ghost, if from the Colonial era, has 
companions in the area. 
A resident who lives on the outskirts of Potts­ 
town will confidentially tell friends of ghosts who 
gather around campfires. 
“They’re there,” he said. “Shadowy figures 
that move in from the woods and gather during 
the-late evening. 
“I don't speak about them much,” he con­ 
tinued. “They don’t do any harm, and I’m sure 
everyone would think that I should be locked up 
if I mentioned them. 
"In winter nights when there is snow on the 
ground you can see them huddling around what 
I assume is a campfire. It's odd. There is no 
fire: only the sensation of one. 
“You. can hear the horses, you can hear 
strange noises and see strange things.

Potter combines 
science, patience to 


bit 
of 
malleable 
earth: 
wet 
clay 
spinning 
up 
and 
up 
into 
glistening symmetrical shapes 
describes Hans Mielke, potter, 
at work. 
G r o w i n g 
under 
capable 
fingers, the flexible substance 
turns into shapes and forms 
that vary from wide and squat 
to tall and thin, one resembling 
an “Ali Baba" urn: another, a 
sultan’s Oriental garden vase; 
others a multitude of ordinary 
utensils. 
After 
leaving 
the 
potter’s 
wheel, they are spread out on 
shelves to dry for a period that 
can last from two days to two 
weeks, 
"depending 
on 
the 
weather and humidity” of his 
Sumneytown home. 
UNDERGROUND MAGICIAN 
Damp and bone-white like a 
collection of ghostly objects in 
the half-light of the basement 
studio, 
pieces 
of dinnerware, 


planters, jars, crocks and pots 
wait for Mielke's artistry to 
finish them.. 
“At this stage, they are called 
‘green ware.’ ” said the blue 
eyed young man whose amiable 
face is framed by sideburns and 
a full mustache. 
"After one firing in the kiln, 
they become ‘bisque ware,' ” 
he continued. Glazing and a 
second firing turn them into 
s h i n i n g , uniquely designed 
pieces of pottery. 
In the slightly*damp, cool and 
cavelike cellar, he spends hours 
mixing and measuring like an 
underground magician. 
Here, he makes porcelain by 
siirrmg 
clay dumped 
in*o 
a 
large dough mixer, (the same 
as bakers use. > with bentonite, 
feldspar, 
flint 
and 
other 
ingredients. 
When moistened and kneaded, 
the porcelain reaches a soft, 
characteristic plasticity, pliable 
and pleasant to work with. 
In just two minutes, a handful 


thrown on the wheel may form 
the beginnings of a bowl, mug 
or tea-pot. 
It will ultimately 
become a delicate, translucent 
piece of "china.” but only with 
the imagination, creativity and 
experience of a craftsm an. 
Mielke, fitting that descrip­ 
tion, first centers the clay while 
it is spinning, controlled by a 
foot 
accelerator. 
It m ust be 
worked quickly and surely. Too 
long, it will lose elasticity and 
no longer hold shape: too thin. 
It will break, too thick, it will 
be cumbersome and heavy. 
His 
supplies 
include 
two 
rooms of tools, powders, vials, 
pots, 
bags of clay 
imported 
from England by the ton; and 
the center of the potter’s art 
—his homemade wheel in the 
inner basement room, 
Outside 
the 
glass 
doors 
leading 
to 
an 
iron-railed 
terrace, 
is 
Urn a mi 
Creek. 
Flowing through thick woods in 
back of his house, its rushing 
sound joins the whir and hum 


of the wheel to break the hot 
silence of a summer’s day. 
Upstairs, his creations 
are 
interspersed 
with 
pieces 
of 
driftwood and candies on a long 
mantle. The fireplace is set in 
stones which form one side of 
the living room. 
Uniquely 
designed 
planters 
holding trailing vines hang from 
jutting edges and windows; and 
his 
own 
p r’o f e s s i o n a 1 
photographs of the Montgomery 
County countryside cover the 
opposite wall. 
Mielke, 
who 
loves 
nature, 
moved here a year ago with 
his 
wife, the former Shirley 
Eileen 
Landis, 
a 
student 
of 
environmental 
design 
at 
the 
Philadelphia College of Art. 
Accompanying 
them, 
were 
Nicholas Christian Alexander, a 
mixed 
terrier; 
and Stephanie 
Ann Marie, the cat. 
German, born Mi dike’s love of 
ceramics was the outcome of 
an intense interest in art and 
science that began when he was 


a grade school student in the 
Souderton School District. 
As a boy of eight, he had 
arrived in the U.S. with his

BETTER LIFE 
His father, a master cabinet 
maker and machinist, decided 
to leave his 
war-torn native 
land In 1938; and brought his 
family to try for a better life 
amidst the Pennsylvania hills in 
Telford. 
The 
boy’s 
newly 
acquired 
interests became apparent 
in 
the new country almost at once. 
He 
started 
designing 
and 
b u i l d i n g 
rockets 
in

assistance from his father; and 
developed a rubberv-like sub­ 
stance

mother’s 
cooking ingredients which he 
molded into small objects such 
as ash-trays, and bounced them 
off the kitchen walls. 
But scientific experimentation

fully. “ That was when I switch­ 
ed from science to art!” 
After graduation from Penn

FOUND LIFE'S WORK 
“I knew there was a ‘pot 
shop’ at school, but I didn’t 
really know the intrigue and 
fascination of turning a simple,

"I was hooked. 1 realized this 
was what I wanted to make

His scientific bent served him 
well when he decided to con­ 
centrate on ceramics an art

produce

of clay 
desired, and make glazes. 
“Glazing is the final touch 
that 
adds 
color 
and 
luster, 
giving each piece its unique and 
individual appearance.” he said. 
“ What I feel about a pot as 
I fashion it, is what determines 
the way 1 finish it,” he ex­ 
plained. 
Little 
pots 
of 
magnesium 
d i o x i d e , potassium nitrate, 
sylicum oxide in powder form 
are among m aterials which sit 
on a large worktable close at 
hand. 


CAREFULLY, GUARDED 
A potter’s formulas are like 
recipes to a m aster chef — 
worked out by experimentation 
and time. Often the secret of 
success, 
they 
are 
carefully 
guarded. 
“ Different 
formulas 
favor 
certain colors,” he said. “ For 
instance, the addition of copper 
carbonate 
can 
become 
red. 
green or blue. I use precise 
measurements, in grams and 
tenths of gram s to get the ef­ 
fects I want.” 
Kinds 
of 
glazes 
include 
alkaline, lead, 
felspathie and 
salt, the latter 
preferred by 
Mielke. They 
are applied 
in 
d i f f e r e nt 
thicknesses 
by 


spraying, dipping or brushing, 
one glaze sometimes put on top 
of another. 
This takes "the patience of 
a potter.” who must wait for 
each coat to dry before applying 
the next. Even then, the result 
is unpredictable until firing. 


CRUCIAL MOMENT 
"This is the crucial moment. 
And it is a combination of luck, 
superstition and mathematics,” 
Mielke remarked with humor. 
But 
a 
serious 
undertone 
implied how much depends on 
the process of placing the pieces 
in the kiln, the degree of heat, 
how fast it is fired, and how 
long. 
With a 
wry 
smile, 
he ex­ 
plained that the heat must be 
high enough to bake properly; 
but not so high that it cracks 
the pottery. After that, I do a 
‘kiln 
dance.’ 
and 
make 
the 
sacrificial' offer of a pot,1”1 he 
laughes. After cooling all night, 
the kiln will 
be suspensfuily 
opened to reveal the results of 
his labor. 
The strange and lovely in­ 
termingling of tones, fading into 
one another and Imperceptibly 
changing into subtle shades and 
pigmentations, 
is 
caused 
by 
molten layers of m aterials fused 
by intensely high heat. 
BUILT OWN KILN 
The huge kiln where Mielke’s 
pieces 
are 
transformed 
into 
finished articles was built by 
the 
artist 
on 
his 
father’s 
property in Telford. "It is a 
gas-fired. 44 cubic foot brick 
construction that works with a 
down draft,” he said. 
The 
23 
year 
old. 
multi­ 
talented young man also paints 
a n d 
sculpts. 
and 
does 
photography. But his real love 
is clay, wheel and fire. 
So 
the 
age 
old 
art

producing 
objects 
fashioned 
from clay, practiced since the

Alabama Gov... George C. Wal­ 
lace told the American party 
con vent, ion by telephone Friday 
he cannot and will not accept 
'the presidential, nomination. 
*‘I hope you honor my re­ 
quest,” he said, ‘‘and not draft 
me.” 
Afterwards, 
the 
delegates 


[unanimously adopted a resolu­ 
tion to grant Wallace’s wish, 
and a draft movement which 
had prompted! the call came to 
an abrupt halt. 
The delegates cheered loudly 
when Wallace finished and then 
minutes later were told that Ar­ 
thur Bremer, the man accused; 
of shooting Wallace at Laurel, i 


Md., on May 15, had been con­ 
victed. That, brought, even lou­ 
der cheers from the convention 
floor. 
Wallace’s call left Rep. John 
Schmitz, R-Calif., as the candi­ 
date favored to win the nomi­ 
nation. Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox 
of Georgia, who spoke to the 
delegates earlier Friday, said 


he would accept the nomination 
under certain conditions... 
Schmitz, 
however, appeared 
to have the inside track. 
Wallace’s call was broadcast 
to 
the 
convention 
over 
two 
loudspeakers 
which 
were 
patched into the telephone. 
The Alabama governor, who 
is paralyzed in both legs as the 


result of the shooting, talked 
from his .room, in a Birming­ 
ham rehabilitation clinic where 
he .is. undergoing treatm ent. 
He told the delegates “I feel 
fairly good today 
I’m in bed 
this afternoon but I ’m gonna 
try to get up.” 
He said, he is still having 
trouble with drainage from two 


abdominal wounds. 
Wallace said he regrets that 
i “my physical condition is such 
1 that I cannot consider the kind­ 
ness of those who wish to nomi­ 
nate me... I cannot, of course, 
consider accepting the .nomi­ 
nation.”

Repairs inside a toilet tank 
are made more easily if you 
have 
knowledge of 
how the 
mechanism operates. The best 
time to get acquainted with the 
system is when it is working 
properly. 
Remove the tank lid and trip 
the flush handle. You will see 
that the movement of the flush 
handle lifts up a rubber ball or 
stopper at the bottom of the 
tank. As the ball comes up, the 
w ater in the tank rushes out 
and flows into the bowl. As the 
water gets lower and lower in 
the tank, so does a large metal 
or plastic float suspended on a 
rod. When the water gets near 
the bottom, the stopper falls 
back into place and the tank 
begins to refill. As it refills, the 
suspended 
metal 
float 
keeps 
rising. When it reaches a cer­ 
tain point high in the tank, it 
shuts off a valve, thus pre­ 
venting any more water from, 
entering the tank. 
It may sound 
complicated, 
but' it will become d e a r if you 
try tripping the flush handle a

The most frequent problem i 
a trickling flow of water froc 
I the tank into the bowl when th 
toilet is not being used.
